\Education Without 


Religion Producing 
Era of Lawlessness 


BY DORIS BLAKE. . 
Alfred J. Talley. judge in the.oldest 


court in the United Statés, the. Court 


of General “Sessions in and for the! 


County of New York, which received 
its charter from Charlies II., believes 
orly religion taught the young will 
check the lawlessness which charac- 
terizes the present day youth. 


For over a decade Judge T. ‘ley has 
been in close contact With the crim- 
inal side of. New York; and he is 
scriously concerned with the criminal 
development of the last few years 
particularly, which reveals the youth 
of the city charged with crimes of 
which one would think only the most 
hardened criminals capable. 


Judge Talley indorses the American 
Bar association’s recent statement that 
we are the most lawless nation: on the, 
face of the earth. The reason? In 


nations of the earth, save only bol- 


ligion from our common schoois.” 

-“Tt dis not the immigrant who is 
swelling the ranks of our young crim- 
inals,” Judge Talley says. .“ The im- 
migrant trained in a religious school 
nine times out of ten is lawabiding. 
But his son and his daughter, privi- 
leged to attend our great schools, are 
the ones who come before me day after 
day. It is most exceptional to find 
among these a boy or girl who was 
born; or at least schooled, in the. old 
country, whatever it might be. No, 
they have grown up and received their 
trainine—God save the name—here!’ 

Judge Talley has no patience with 
the. sickly sentimentalism spent in 
making excuses for weakmindedness 
among these young Criminals. In his 
experience they are not weakminded. 
They are not mentally deficient, nor 
are they morons. He hds found them 
keén and.clever, more alert ‘than the 
average. boy. 

Judge Talley admits other conditions 
that go to swell the crime and lawless- 
ness of these youth—but it is the lack 
of religious training which deprives 
the youth of a moral code upon which 
to build character. 

The destruction of home life and the 
insane lust for the pursuit of cheap 
and ready pleasure of the city are 
causes to be reckoned with in this,.era 
of recklessness. The loss of parents’ 
influence, the judge believes, is not 
entirely due to the aversion of the chil- 


dren to that influence, but because the |. 


parents do not choose to exercise it. 

One of the great tragedies confront- 
ing the judges today is baving to con- 
vict desperate youths whose parents 
are obviously and unquestionably de- 
cent and respectable. 

“In how many homes,” the judge 
asks, “that you and I know tonight 
will the dishes stay unwashed in the 
sink while the youngsters go off to a 
movie or a dance—and the parents of 
many of them will not be far behind 
them?”
